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Al-Araish (or Larache) has a population of abeut 
6,000, and lies at the mouth of the River Wad-el-Koos. 
It is a very picturesque town, and has a fine Sok, or 
market-place. Here, as in Morocco in general, can 
be seen a great many men riding mules. These 
animals are more expensive in Morocco than horses, 
and it is a very common occurrence to see a master 
riding on a mule, while his servants ride on magnificent 
Berber steeds. 
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
